In the Senate. 
Washington, Jan. 27. — The senata 
will devote its prinoipal attention this 
week to the Philippine tariff t>ill. It 
Is the purpose of Senator Ix>dge, who 
ia In charge of the bill, to keep it be- 
fore the senate persistently until It is 
disposed of. He does not tount on 
final action for some time. It is not 
the preiient purpose of the fiieiul;- of 
tfee bill to debate it, but the attacks 
wlilch will be made on it and upon the 
♦entire admlnlstiation of Philippine af- 
fairs will bring replies from many of 
the Republican senators. It is iinder- 
etood that a majority of the senators 
on the Democratic Bld« of the cham- 
ber will be heard before the bin is 
p<wed. Senator Lodge will seek the 
ettfilest opportunity to have the 
— ifinilmanti recommended by his 
ooaamlttee formally adopted, but prob- 
ably will not press these when sena- 
tors are prepared to proceed with set 
liaal^aa. Boeaitor Nelson will take 
advantac* of every chance to have 
the bill creating a department of com- 
merce considered, with the hope of 
securing action upon it during the 
waak tt poaalbla^

Manilla, Jan. 27.— The American 

chamber of commerce Y,-:c has formu- 
lated an appeal to congress in which 
it earnestly piays for tiie enactment 
of laws aUoving Chinamen to enter 
the Philippine Islands under such re- 
strictions as the United States Philip 
pine commission may enact. The 
present restrictive law concerning im- 
migration, continues the appeal, is of 
no benefit to the Filipinos. ChinameBv 
if admitted, would not enter info com- 
petition with local labor, and their en- 
try into the i.-lands is Imperatively 
needed, as the tobacco, hemp and 
sugar lands of fhe archipelago are 
only partially c\iltivated. Without this 
legislation the co.intry can not lie 
properly developed. H;iildiiig in Ma- 
nilla has been badly retarded beci^use 
of this lack of labor, and r«r these 
reasons the .\meiican chamber of 
commerce, i otnposed entirely of Amer- 
ican citizens, representing commercial 
intereata, reapectfully prays for im- 
mediate abtloa In this auitter. 

Terror on Negros.

Miner of the Sixth Infantry reports 
the (finditions cm the island of N'cgrf)s 
to be unsatisfactory, and that 400 bolo- 
men and 4S Mn armed with rifles, 
under the command of the fanetical 
bandit leader, Paj>a Isio, are terror- 
ising the people. 

TUNNEL CAVED IN 

Props Oave Way und Wurknicn Were 
Burled by an Avulanrbe. 
Pittahurg. Jan. 27.-000 sum waa

seriously hurt in an accident at the 
Wabash railroad tunnel at the south- 
ern ai^ of Mount Washington. Half 
a score of men were buried under a 
landallde of earth, and all were extri- 
cated with difflculty. George CJill. .')r«, 
tunnel boss, who lived in Chicago was 
fatally hurt 

The men were eaployed by the' Fer- 
guson contracting eolhpany, and were 
at work erecting the props to support 
the entrance to the tunnel, when the 
supports gave way and tona of earth 
and rock fell upon them

The Na- 
tional Liberal party is the amalgama 
tlon for political purposes of free 
thinkers, ana H Is niorc distiiKtly in 
politics than the American Secular 
Bhioja. The temporary organisation 
formed at BatCalo last October with 
T. J. Bowles of Muncle. Inll.. as presi- 
dent and W F Jamison of Cincinnati 
as secretary. Is In charge uf the na- 
tiooal eoaventlon.

Knoxvllle, Jan. 27. — Sheriff Agce 
brought from Bridgeport. Ala., and 
confined th jail at Jeokaboro, Tean., 
Sllaa McNeelr. a half-witted it-year- 
old boy, wlio Is charged wIMi complic- 
ity in the murder of Mynatt and 
Wagar Hatmaker, aged 11 and 14 
years, Marion Wilson. 14, is in Jail 
charged with the same offense. The 
Hatmaker boys were Ashing, and It is 
alleged thai McNeely and Wilson, In 
trying to take their flsh from them, 
mnrdered the two boys, their dead 
bodies behiff Cooad with a number of 
brulaeo on them.

Cuban Reelpr«e?ty. 

Washington. Jan. 27. — Colonel Task- 
er Bliss, United States army officer 
detailed as collec tor of customs at Ha- 
vana, was before the ways aud means 
coauBlttee eoBceralaf Cabas reciproc- 
ity. In openingr his statement be dis- 
claimed authority as a sugar expert 
and paid his knowledge was confined 
to that of an observer for three years 
in an olBcial position, dealing with the 
trade of Cuba.

— The dead bod- 
ies of 22 miners were taken .from the 
Improvised morgue In shaft No. 2 of 
the \A:>at Creek coal mine as the result 
of the worst mine disaster experienced 
in the history of Iowa. When brought 
to the surface they preseated a horri- 
ble sight Some of the bodies were 
terribly fluncled and beyond recogni- 
tion. The dead could be identined 
only by some trinket or som<>thing 
found in their pockets. The 11 injured 
are improving aBdao additional deaths 
are anticipated. The trouble was 
caused by an explosion of dust ignited 
by a Shot too heavily charged. 

Manohurlen Treaty, to Be Signed. 

Peking, Jan. 27. — It is expected 
the Manchiirlan treaty will be signed 
within a week. Diplomats here do aot 
aaanifeat much Intereat tm it, as they 
do not beHeve any written treatlea will 
In the slighteat degree affect the pol- 
icy of RuBsia In Manchuria.

I'l-CHsof the l<'alherlaml Irritated Over 
the .Mleged Attempt uT the 
Jiritish to Mlscuuut I'rince 
flenry la Amt i ttm, 

Berlin, Jan. 27.— The German press 
throughout shows irritation over the 
British atteiapta to VW9m Bttspiclon on 
tlio policy entertatned towards the 

United States by Cermanv Itcfoie the 
outbreak of ypanish-Aiuericun wai. 
Nearly all the German newspapers re- 
gard these alleged attempta in the 
same light as does the Deutsche Tages 
Zcltung. Dwelling upon the motives 
which actuated the interpellation of 
Mr. Henry Norman in the British 
house of ooauaona Jan. 2V, the paper 
says: "In the London reporta ehbled 
to New York it is alleged that Ger- 
many was the instigator uf a plan to 
bring abOQt intervention by the Euro- 
pean powers against tbe United 
States. This is a direct blow In the 
face of truth. Hut what of It? It 
might, perhaps, on the verge of Fiince 
Henry's visit, create ill feelings in the 
United States, in which case the ob- 
ject underlying Mr. Norman's interpel- 
lation aud the aii^wei llieicto of lx>rd 
Cranborne, as well as the inv«ntions 
sent abroad by English newspaper 
agencies, would be fulfilled." 

The day passed without any disre- 
spect beiii!; sliown to the I'rince of 
Wales, who arrived here to represent 
King Edward at the celebration of the 
anniversary of the birth of Emperor 
William. German crowds have a too 
deeply alild'.iiK resp( i t for royal per- 
sonages aud are too llioruughly po- 
liced to ever Jeer at them. But in a 
city where the lifting uf one'a hat is 
aa universal as ordinary civility, li Is 

aingiilar to sr>e the passing crowd* 
with never a hat raised, and to hear 
no murmur of applause. While receiv- 
ing the most elaborate attenticwa from 
the family of BmperoA Wllham aad 
from ()('rrnan official dominion, the 
Prince of Wales must feel the chilling 
attitude at the Cterman public. Almost 
all tbe aeiwspapers refrain from edi- 
torial comment on bis visit. 

The National Zeltung concludes a 
page editorial on the friendship be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
in theee words: "The only object of 
the visit of Prince Henry to the Unit- 
ed States is tbe cultivation of this sen- 
timent. The Uermau emperor could 
give the United States no better proof 
of the feelings fnd sentiments ani- 
mating him and the German people. 
In reKUid to the gieatness and devel- 
upuient of the I iiiuu as a civilizing 
power, than in sending his brother 
there. Prince Kenry goes, as It were, 
as the interpreter of Oermuy's frtead- 
khip tor the UnHed SUtea."

retary Long dp< lined to say anything.

The dead man 
and the injured man live at Rosebud, 
and were the owners of the stock, 
which they were taking to the St! 
Louis market The wreck was caused 
by a dense fog. which prevented the 
danger signal from being ««eii by the 
aecood aeetidn.

To appoint a Stete board and regalate 
the practice of osteopathy in this State 
Providing for the forfeiture of any of- 
fice held by any peraon found guilty of a 
violation of the law as to gaming. 

To improve the live stock and agricul- 
tural intereste of the State by establish- 
ing a State lair, with an annual appro- 
priation of $15,000. 

Providing that no new promise, pay- 
ment of interaat or other aet of a person 
bound to pay any note or other indebt- 
edness secured by lien on land shall ex- 
tend the time within which an action 
may be brought to enforce such lien 
against any pnrchaaer of aucb land not 
having notice of soch newpromlfe at tbe 
time of tbe purobaaa. 

Authoriaing the appointment of a com- 
mission to ascertain the work and tui-
